Report  of  Special  General  Meeting 


A  SPECIAL  General  Meeting  of  the  Governing  Body 
was  held  at  the  Freemasons’  Hall,  Moretonhamp- 
stead,  on  Monday,  September  20th,  1948  to  receive 
reports  on  the  activities  of  the  Hospital  during  the 
last  period  of  its  existence  as  a  voluntary  institution,  from 
the  1st  January  to  the  4th  July,  1948. 

The  Chair  was  taken  by  the  President  (Mr.  G.  C. 
Hayter-Hames,  C.B.E.,  J.P.)  who  expressed  the  pleasure 
it  had  always  given  him  to  have  been  associated  with  the 
Hospital,  and  the  regret  which  he  knew  was  shared  by  the 
members  of  the  Committee  of  Management  and  others  who 
had  voluntarily  assisted  in  the  successful  working  of  the 
Hospital,  that  its  control  had  been  taken  from  them  by  Act 
of  Parliament.  They  had  the  satisfaction  of  knowing, 
however,  that  their  efforts  had  contributed  materially  to  the 
well-being  of  the  local  community. 

He  took  the  opportunity  of  thanking  all  who  had 
assisted  the  Hospital  by  personal  service  or  otherwise  and 
hoped  they  would  continue  to  take  an  interest  in  it. 

The  following  Reports  for  the  period  under  review 
were  presented  and  passed;  the  Report  of  the  Manage¬ 
ment  Committee  by  the  Revd.  A.  R.  Welldon  Peek;  the 
Medical  Report  by  Dr.  K.  M.  Purves;  and  the  Financial 
Statement  by  the  Hon.  Treasurer,  Mr.  G.  J.  Lodge. 

A  discussion  followed  as  to  the  formation  of  a  Comforts 
Fund  and,  in  view  of  the  satisfactory  equipment  of  the 
Hospital,  it  was  felt  that  there  was  no  need  for  such  a  fund 
at  the  moment.  It  was  agreed,  however,  that  the  members 
of  the  late  Management  Committee  should  watch  the 
position  for  the  next  six  months  and  that,  if  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  Comforts  Fund  appeared  to  be  necessary,  a  public 
meeting  should  be  called — Convenors  to  be  Lt.  Col.  G.  W. 
G-  Hughes  and  Mr  H.  Ponsford.

With  profound  regret  the  Committee  records  the  death 
on  the  31st  March  of  the  thi rd  Viscount  Hambleden, 
one  of  the  Hospital  Trustees,  whose  family  founded 
and  endowed  the  Hospital  in  1900 


IT  is  with  a  natural  sadness  that  the  Committee  presents 
this,  its  last  report.  During  the  first  six  months  of  1948, 
as  in  the  48  years  of  its  work,  the  Hospital  is  indebted  to 
many  for  ungrudging  voluntary  assistance.  To  the  Medical 
Staff,  the  Consulting  Staff,  the  Matron,  the  Nursing  Staff, 
and  the  Masseuse,  the  Committee  is  deeply  indebted  ;  also 
to  Subscribers  and  Donors  of  gifts  of  money  and  in  kind. 
Especial  mention  must  be  made  of  the  Hon.  Almoner,  Miss 
Ponsford,  whose  devoted  work  has  been  inestimable;  also 
to  the  Hon.  Treasurer,  Mr.  G.  J.  Lodge,  to  the  Hon.  Auditor, 
Mr.  S.  H.  Neck,  and  to  Mr.  H.  Ponsford  for  invaluable 
assistance  to  many  Hon.  Secretaries  and  to  the  House 
Committee. 

It  was  inevitable  that  Subscriptions  and  Donations 
should  have  been  reduced.  During  the  six  months  under 
review,  Subscriptions  amounted  to  £73  (£185),  Donations 
to  £21  (£214).  Substantial  sums  in  previous  years  have 
been  received  from  carnivals  and  other  entertainments  in 
Moretonhampstead,  Chagford,  and  elsewhere. 

Since  the  close  of  1947,  advice  was  received  that  in  the 
latter  hilfof  the  year,  £1000  2\%  Consolidated  Stock,  being 
part  of  the  residuary  estate  of  the  late  Mr.  C.  H.  Laycock, 
was  transferred  to  the  Charity  Commissioners  by  the 
T rustees  of  the  estate.  This,  and  all  other  investments  held 
by  the  Hospital  Trustees  have  been  transferred  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  the  nominal  value  of  the  securities  so 
transferred  being  £9,671. 

The  Committee  was  anxious  that  the  Hospital  should, 
when  handed  over  to  the  Gove rn me nt,  be  in  such  a  condition 
that  no  reproach  could  be  cast  on  the  devoted  care,  economy, 
and  whole-hearted  support  of  everyone  connected  with  it. 
It  is  with  justifiable  pride  that  it  surrenders  its  stewardship. 


The  number  of  patients  treated  in  the  six  months  Mas 
200,  of  which  124  were  out-patients.  This  is  much  the  same 
as  last  year.  Patients’  payments  amounted  to  £381,  of 
which  £46  was  received  from  the  Devon  County  Council, 
and  £59  from  Hospital  Aid  Societies. 

In  common  with  other  hospitals  all  over  the  country 
there  have  been  difficulties  in  obtaining  suitable  Nursing 
Staff.  In  the  first  two  months  there  were  two  changes  in 
the  important  post  of  Matron.  Fortunately  we  were  able  to 
engage  Miss  J.  H.  Gibson  as  Matron  at  the  end  of  February, 
and  her  experience,  tact  and  conscientiousness  have  been 
of  the  greatest  service. 

Three  members  of  the  Committee  have  consented  to 
serve  on  the  combined  House  Committee  of  this  Hospital 
and  the  Bovey  Tracey  Hospital— they  are  the  Revd.  A.  R. 
Welldon  Peek,  Dr.  K.  M.  Purves,  and  Mr.  H.  Ponsford.
